Some of the things which the, Jews 


have done io infuriate the Itussian peas- 
antry are stated as follows in n rescript 
issued by the Russian government, which 
may be taken as a sort of ofh'eial apology 
for the recent excesses:— 


"During the iast twenty years the Jews 


have gradually possessed 'themselves of 
not only every trade and business in all 
its branches, but also of a great part of 
the laud by buying or farming it. 
With 


few fivcHptioiiH they have, ns ;> bc;lv, c!r- 
voted their attention not to enriching or 
benefiting the country, but to defrauding 
by their wiles its inhabitants, and particu- 
larly its poor inhabitants. 
This conduct 


of theirs 1ms called forth protests on the 
purl, of the people as manifested in acts 
uf violence and robbery. 
The govern- 


ment, while on the one hand doing its 
best to put down the disturbances, and to 
deliver the .Jews from oppression and 
daughter, have also, on the other hand, 
thought it a matter of urgency and justice 
to adopt stringent 
measures' in order to 


put an end to the oppression practised by 
the Jews on the inhabitants, ;tnd to free 
the country from 
their 
malpractices, 


which were, as is known, the cause of tho 
agitation." 


This is what may be called "pleading 


the baby net." and is an undignified posi- 
tion fora great nnd powerful government 
to take. 
The Jews are simply charged 


with being keencr-witted and more thrifty 
and industrious limn the Knssian people. 
But it is nevertheless the identical posi- 
tion which our own government has laken 
with regard to the Chinese, in the treaty 
which way recently negotiated with the 
Chinese government, and which our Con- 
gross oneo took in (he bill passed prohibit- 
ing the importation of more than fifteen 
Chinamen at a time.

coast laboring population 
is not keen, 


hardy or thrifty enough to compete with 
the Chinese, and the Russian peasants, for 
the same reason, cannot compete with 
the Jews. 
However, the parallel ends 


here, for the Jews in Russia, unlike the 
Chinese here, have been settled in the 
country for centuries, and do not drain 
the country of a part of its wealth for 
tho benefit of a foreign nation. 
The 


Russian rescript says that the Jews ''do 
uot devote, their attention to enriching or 
benefiting (he 
country," but p obably 


they pny a certain share 
lownrds the 


support of the government. 
That many 


of them have not become rich by Uieir 
"wiles" is shown by the fact Ibat some 
thousands have reached our shores in a 
destitute condition. The Russian peasants 
may have a legitimate, grievance against 
the Jews, but they have taken a barbarous 
revenge, .nnd the government has not 
delivered the Jews from oppression and 
slaughter nq it claims to have. done.

The folding arc receipts fur chcup 


and good1 dishes prepared and given out 
by the Boston cooking school;« 


Potato" Soup.—Wash, pare nud boil 


three potatoes iu boiling salted water 
uutil Tery soft. 
Put ouo piut of milk, 


one stalk of celery and one slice of otiiou 
in a double boiler, 
Coofcoue tables pooti- 


ful of butter nud one of corn starch to- 
gether, with a little of the milk. 
Mash 


the potatoes, add 
the iriilk, the corn 


starch and butter, and let it boil ouo or 
two minutes; add one teaspoouful of salt 
and one sultspouu of pepper; gtraiu and 
nerve hot. 


disk u la Crciuo.—Clean the iisb. and 


put it into boiling water, with one table- 
apoonful of salt and one tablespoonful of 
vinegar. 
]!oil until the iinli separates 


from tho bones. 
lioinove the «kin ami 


bones and fluke. Season highly, with 
unit and peppor. Spread it on n platter 
tuid pour a hot cream sauce over it, mado 
tfith one quart of milk, three tablespoon, 
fills of Hour, and a quarter of » V.ip nf 
butter. Season tho sauco with salt, pep- 
per, onion juice and one tablespoonful of 
llnely chopped parsely. Spread one cup 
of bread crumbs moistened in u quarter 
of n cup of melted butter over it, and 
brown in the oven. 


Cold Slaw.—Slico red cabbage very 


thin; season with salt, pepper and vinegar; 
keep it on ice till used. 


Fillet de Bumf.—Get a small iillct from 


under the rump, wipe- it tvith fi clean wet 
cloth, remove tho fut and vein.?, and trim 
it into fihapo. 
Lard it with narrow strip* 


of salt pork cut parallel with the riiul; 
sprinkle it with salt, pepper and Hour, 
and bake just thirty minuter in n very 
hot oven, basting often. 


Mushroom Sauce—-Put the trimmings of 


tho beef on to boil in om; quart of cold 
water to use for the gravy. 
Put (me 


tablespoonful of butter in an omelette pan; 
wheu very brown add one mbloKpnoiiftil 
of flour. Pour tho water from tho trim- 
ming into the baking p:m, first taking oil' 
all tho grease. Then add this water, a 
little at a time, to the butter and flour, 
stirring till smooth. 
Season to tusto with 


salt, pepper and a little lemon juice or 
horse-radish; add half a can of chopped 
mushrooms. 


Snow Potatoes.—Wash, pare and boil 


potatoes in salted water, taking care that 
the water is boiling when the potatoes are 
put in; cook until vory tender. Drain.shake 


• and break up lightly with a fork: season 


with nalt. 


Potato Croquettes.— One pint mashed 


potato, oue tablespoon!ill of butter, one- 
half Bait-spoon of white pepper, a speck 
of cayenne, one teaspoouful of salt, one- 
half teaspoouful of celery salt, a few drops 
of onion juice, the yolk of one egg well 
beaten. 
Mix and beat until very light. 


Hub through a fine strainer, and add one 
teaspoonful of line chopped parsley. 
Whett cool shape into smooth round roll's, 
then in cylindrical forms. 
Itoll in fine 


breadcrumbs, dip in beaten egg, then in 
crumbs again. 
Fry in smoking hot lard; 


have the lard hot enough to brown a 
piece of bread while you cnmtt forty. 
Drain on brown paper to absorb the 
fat. 


Turkish Pilaf.—Stew one half n .can of 


tomato ten minutes with a small slice of 
oniou, and steam it. 
Take one cup of 


the strained tomato, one cup cither of 
beef, chicken, veal or mutton stock, put 
it on to boil nud season highly with fialt 
and pepper. 
When boiling add 
oue 


cup of well-washed rive; boil until the 
rice has absorbed a!! the liquor, Kiirriag 
often with a fork but not enough to break 
the rice. 
Add one quarter of a cup of 


butter, and feet it back where it will keep 
hot, but not burn, for twenty minutes or 
until the rice is perfectly tender. 
ito- 


move the cover so as to let the steam es- 
cape and break the rice lightly with a 
fork. 
Serve as n vegetable or as a bor- 


der for curry. 


Apple Meringue.—Pare and core live 


or six apples, and put them in a shallow 
pudding dish. 
Mix one sullspoon of 


cinnamon with one-half a cup of sugar, 
and fill th 
cores. Put a bit of butter 


over each apple, and one or two table- 
spoonfuls of water iu the dish 
Bake 


uutii the apples tiro HOII. 
Make a frost- 


ing with the whites of three eggs, one 
cup of powdered sugar, and the juice of 
one-half a lemon; let it browu slightly in 
the oven, and serve it hot ov eolcl, with 


, sugar and cream. 


Coffee.—One heaping tiiblespooulul of 


coffee to each cup. 
Scald the coffee pot. 


If yon use an egg to clear it, beat it up 
•with the coffee and one-half cup of cold 
water. Pour the boiling water on the 
coffee and boil five minutes. 
Set it back 


whore it will keep hot, but not boil. Add 
u little cold water; pour out a little and 
ponr it baok again, to clear the spout. 


As the bread was reckoned in with the 


total expense, it may not be amiss to 
give a recipe of that us well. 
Two 


quarts of sifted flour with one tablespoon- 
ful of butter, one tablespoouful of sugar, 
and one teaspoonful of salt, well nibbed 
iu. 
Add one pint of water and 
one-half 


cup of yeast. 
Mix and knead half an 


hour; rise all night. In ihe morning 
shape into loaves, rise again iu the pans, 
and bake forty minute?.—[Boston Adver- 
tiser.
